RELIEF RESOLUTIONS 


Wait Because of Technicality. Lee 


Ordered to Draw for Aid and 


Transport of Americans. 


(Special Despatch to the Transcript.) 


Washington, May 21.—Owing to some 


hitch at the capitol the Cuban resolution 
was not signed yesterday by the president 
pro tern, of the senate, and the vice 
president. 


As the signatures must be attached dur- 


ing the sessions of the house and senate 
and as both houses have adjourned until 
Monday nothing can be done until that 
date. The relief it provided for the starv- 
ing Americans in Cuba is therefore post- 
poned three days more, 


The secretary of state, however, has di- 


rected Consul General Lee at Havana to 
draw for the immediate purchase of sup- 
plies and medicines for the relief of Amer- 
ican citizens, and for transportation of 
such as are without means and do desire 
to return to the United States, not to ex- 
ceed $10,000. 


He is also instructed to furnish United 


States consuls in Cuba at his discretion _ 
funds for this purpose. The United States 
consul at Metanzas has been instructed 
by the secretary of state to apply to Con - 
HU! General Lee for funds with which to 
relieve American citizen* there.

German Emigration Bill.

can only be obtained by German sub- 
jects or German companies having busi- 
ness in German territory. The Radicals 
opposed the bill on the ground that the 
new regulations would be used to di- 
rect emigration to South America,, 
where tt is more under the influence of 
the German authorities, and also on the 
ground that the new regulations may 
be used to hamper emigration to the 
United States, where the emigrants es- 
cape official German influence. 


Important Bills Signed.

punishable accordingly.

AUTONOMY FOR CRETE 


Instructions Come from Greece, but 


the Mussulmans Protest Fear= 


ing the Old Schisms. 


IBjwcial DiBpainhtottw Transcript.! 


Candia, Orete, May 21—The Cretan in- 


surgents have received instructions from 
Athens to accept an eutonomous form of 
government, on condition that the Turk- 
ish troops are previously withdrawn from 
the Island. 


The insurgents appear to approve of 


this plan for the settlement ol their griev- 
ance. The Mussulmans of Crete, how- 
ever, have telegraphed to the sultan pro- 
testing at being placed in the power of 
the majority, which showed euch hostil- 
ity to the Mussulmans by the carnage at 
Sinla and the destruction of all the Mo- 
hammedan villages. 


They say, "autonomy under such cir- 


cumstances cannot fail to perpetuate race 
war and will only briefly postpone the re- 
vival of the annexation question with all 
its disastrous consequences." 


Rome, May 21.—It is learned upon un- 


questionable authoi ity that the powers 
have agreed upon the chief conditions 
of peace—namely, indemnity to the 
amount of £5,000,000, guaranteed by a 
control of the Greek customs, and the 
rectification of the frontier, details as 
to which have not yet been fully set- 
tled. 


Armlatice Formally Signed. 


Volo, May 21.—The Greek delegates 


appointed to an-ar^e an armistice met 
the Turkish representative, Seyfoullah 
Bey, formerly Turkish consul at this 
place, and aftet a conference Seyfoul- 
lah Bey promised to lay the Greek pro- 
posals before Edhem Pasha, Immedi- 
ately. 


It was subsequently announced that 


the armistice bf tween Turkey 
and 


Greece had been definitely concluded. 
The armistice is g-eneral and includes 
the land and sea forces of both combat- 
ants, 


The armistice agreement stipulates 


that a mixed commission of officers of 
superior rank shall establish a neutral 
zone between the two armies and that 
no advance on either flank shall be per- 
mitted. It Is understood that Turkey 
wants the commission to be constituted 
of the foreign military attaches with 
the two artnles. 


Italian Socialist Arrives. 


Athens, May 21.—Signor Cipriani, the 


Italian Socialist leader who beaded the 
first detachment of Italian volunteers 
which crossed the Greek frontier Into 
Macedonia and who subsequently dis- 
banded his folio-were, has landed here. 
He was wounded Jn. ±he- Vnoa o"<3 i«**» 


.six hours on the field of battle, losliy 
much blood, before he was removed. 


M. Ralli, the premier, in the course 


of an interview, said: 


"The Indemnity which Greece will 


pay Turkey will be in proportion to the 
resources of Greece and her financial 
position. The cession of territory is out 
of the question. Greece cannot accept a 
modification of the strategic frontier, 
which would render easy the raiding of 
Greek territory by armed bands and 
which would compel Greece to maintain 
a numerous army in order to prevent 
such incursions. 


The Prince's Pitiful Plight. 


London, May 21.—The Times' corre- 


spondent at Athens says. 


"When the crown prince arrived at 


Lamia, he had bepn practically aban- 
doned by his army. 
Colonel Mastra- 


pas and his division had already quit- 
ted the town, directing their flight to- 
ward Alamana, Molo and AtalantL 


"After vainly trying to collect the 


remnants of his army at Lamia the 
crown prince, with his staff, went to 
Alamana, where another attempt was 
made to rally the fugitive troops, but 
this was only partly successful, and 
during the whole of Tuesday Lamia 
lay deserted and at the mercy of the 
Turks, who, however, made no 
at- 


tempt to occupy it." 


As to the Future of Crete. 


Athens, May 21.—The former Gieek 


consul at Khania, who has returned 
here, says that, when the Greek troops 
have left the island, delegates of the 
Cretan people will meet to constitute a 
provisional government 
and to pro- 


claim the political union ot Crete with 
Greece. He adds that Admiral Cane- 
varo, commander of the Italian fleet In 
Cretan waters, told the Cretans that if, 
after a time, autonomy proved unsuc- 
cessful the Cretan people would be free 
to fulfill their own destiny. 


To Settle Their Difference Themselves. 
London, May 21.—It is expected that 


in the negotiations for the establish- 
ment of peace Turkey will deal directly 
with Greece, and in accordance with the 
precedent made at San S'efano a treaty 
between Turkey and Greere will be sub- 


1 mltted to a conference ot the European 


powers, which will probably be held 
in Paris.
